From the review of the specification and other 
pending claims, the Examiner assumes applicant only provides for the one remote rendering 
client. As such, applicant is respectfully requested to amend the recitation for the device at line 2 
to "a remote rendering client device" and to amend the recitation at line 6 to "the remote 
rendering client device". 

Similarly, Claim 23, at line 2 recites "the remote client device." 
Claim 24, at lines 2 and 3 recite "the remote client device." 
Claim 27, at line 3 recites "the remote client device." 
Claim 28, at lines 2 and 3 recite "the remote client device." 

Applicant is respectfully requested to amend the recitation for the device in the fore 
mentioned claims to "the remote rendering client device". 
Appropriate correction is required.
